DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 10-19 are allowed (renumbered as 1-10). 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is directed to an indicator control system with a camera section provided with a 
switch for switching from a measurement value display mode to a camera display mode and vice 
versa to display a selected mode on a monitor section of an indicator. The measurement value 
display mode shows the measurement data of an object to be monitored on a construction 
machine, and the camera display mode is for the camera section mounted on the construction 
machine. The closest prior art, Savard et al. (Pub # 2003/0226290 Al), Green et al. (Pub # US 
2003/00001 15 Al), and Okamoto et al. (Pub # US 2002/0191078 Al). Savard et al. disclose a 
construction apparatus and method of controlling a construction apparatus from a laser source 
made up of a substantially non- rotating beam, Green et al. disclose a system for displaying 
buried utilities to the operator of an excavator, and Okamoto et al disclose a camera for taking a 
state behind a vehicle. The references, either singularly of in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render the above limitation obvious.
